1. Your Letter of Instruction to the Briefing Officer 
includes the following: ’’You should provide in writing to 
Chief, Intelligence Institute, at least quarterly, an 
assessment of the receptivity and reaction of the groups 
briefed." This memorandum is in compliance with that 
instruction . 

2. All groups have shown a high interest in CIA. 

They have been receptive to--even insistent on--hearing 
about CIA from CIA. Stated another way, they want to 
hear "CIA's side of the story," after having been exposed 
to the press and Congressional sides for over a year.
